The Administration’s proposal for tax 
withholding on dividend income would 
have its harshest impact on those who 
can least afford to be hurt or incon­ 
venienced, That’s what President Keith 
Funston of the New York Stock Ex­ 
change told the Senate Finance Com­ 
mittee. 
And he implemented it with 
some compelling facts. 
The bill, he pointed out, would hit 
hardest at the elderly, the retired, the 
widowed and others depending on small 
incomes who can least afford to have 
their purchasing power cut, even tem­ 
porarily. 
This is because the flat 20 
percent withholding would create sub­ 
stantial over-withholding—possibly for 
as many as 8 million stockholders inas­ 
much as most stockholders are in ini- 
come brackets with effective rates of 
less than 20 percent. 
Dividend with­ 
holding, thus, would be drastically dif­ 
ferent from the established system of 
wage withholding. 
In the latter case, 
serious over-withholding rarely occurs,

since the employer generally is able to 
determine the employe’s marital and de­ 
pendency status, and calculate deduc­ 
tions accordingly. 
Mr. Funston fully appreciates 
the 
government’s concern about under-re- 
porting of income and sees the need for 
correction. 
Effective tools to this end 
are available. 
Among them are a con­ 
tinuation of the educational campaign 
to encourage fuller taxpayer compliance 
with the law; better use of information 
already received by the Internal Reve­ 
nue Service on forms covering dividend 
payments, and full development of the 
tax return numbering system and auto­ 
matic data processing machinery now 
being instituted by the IRS. 
Finally, he said: “Withholding is un­ 
just, unworkable and unnecessary. Un­ 
less the data processing and numbering 
approaches fail to correct the problem 
of under-reporting of dividend and in­ 
terest income, the withholding proposal 
should be abandoned.” 


Amish Exodus 


We cannot accept as valid the charge 
of religious persecution voiced by a 
group of Pennsylvanian Amish who are 
thinking of emigrating to Australia to 
escape certain aspects of American life 
of which they do not approve. We do, 
however, sympathize with them and 
hope, as much for the State’s sake as 
their own, that they will reconsider. 
The 
Amish 
are 
uncompromisingly 
opposed to compulsory 
public 
school 
education on the secondary level and to 
payment of Social Security taxes. 
They claim that the Bible teaches 
each household to take care of Its own, 
and they have scrupulously and literal­ 
ly followed this belief for centuries. 
They do not want the State to edu­ 
cate them or take care of them in their 
old age. These ideas, so foreign to our 
society but once so basic in the nation, 
we cannot help but admire. We admire 
even more those who really practice 
them. 
It is argued that if the Amish are 
allowed to get away without paying 


Social Security taxes or sending their 
children to school, others will demand 
the same privilege with the end result 
being a breakdown of law and order. 
This does not necessarily follow and 
even if there were some who might seek 
advantages from a concession to the 
Amish, there are certain tests which 
could be applied to test validity of the 
claim. 
What sets the Amish apart and gives 
validity to their claim is the fact that 
they adhere firmly in practice to what 
they believe. They do take care of their 
own and they never come whining and 
wheedling to the State asking for help 
or a handout 
The Amish have made a valuable and 
continuing contribution to the State 
and nation since they came here three 
centuries ago seeking freedom from ap- 
pression. 
It is unthinkable that they 
should leave a land they love and cher­ 
ish and which should respond to them in 
kind.

War Is A Dirty Word 


Whenever one says: But why 
not war?, the conversation freez­ 
es. War is n very dirty word. 
There is, at the moment, war in 
Vietnam, war in Laos, Ameri­ 
can troops in Thailand, war in 
Indonesia, a concentration 
of 
t loops in West Be rim, submar­ 
ine bases in foreign lands, mis­ 
sile bases all m er the world. 
But there is no war. In fact, 
we are supposed to believe that 
we are living in a state of peace. 
But where is the peace? 
Our 
budget for 1962 - 63 is a war bud­ 
get and we would be justified 
in assuming that the war bud­ 
get will continue Cor many yeans. 
Surely, on this most pressing 
problem, we need to lie realistic. 
We need to admit what actually 
exists. 
The reason that it is possible 
for 
politicians to assume that 
war does not exist is that Ute 
current war is fought by dif­ 
ferent methods and by different 
weapons. For instance, the Rus­ 
sians spent a month exploding 
hydrogen bombs and now we 
are 
doing the same thing, in 
the name of science. Actually, 
tiiis is a form 
of 
battle, each 
side saying to the other, “Look 


what I’ve got,” “Look what I 
can do.” 
It is this curious war which 
overlays the world like a cloud. 
Every act of government is af­ 
fected by it. Bach government 
guages tile strength, at the mo­ 
ment, of the opposing sides. 
Presently, 
tor 
instance, 
de 
Gaulle believes that he can re­ 
store France to be the central 
nation of Europe 
— that is, 
Western Europe, which has so 
long been dependent upon the 
United Stites. The' great suc­ 
cess of the Common Market 
leads 
the 
Western 
European 
countries to believe that they 
can free themselves from econo­ 
mic ami politics!] dependence 
upon the United States and at 
the same time set a force suf­ 
ficiently powerful to relievo them 
of tile fear of conquest by Russia 
Thus the current phase of a 
prolonged war is being fought 
by new and unusual physical 
and political means 
and we 
need to adj lest our minds to that 
reality. 
Had tile United Nations served 
its original purpose, it might 
have been able to force this 
war into a debate within its 
halls. But the United Nations is

actually a weaker body than the 
League of Nations was. Perhaps 
rt is the diffusion of power which 
conies from having too many 
members and too many groups;

But it seems quite clear 
that tile United Nations is not 
the place to settle the major 
issue of war. 
Nor do Summit Conferences 
lessen the war activities of the 
contending 
nations. 
Beginning 
with Teheran (1943 ) and con­ 
tinuing to this very moment, 
Summit Conferences have ac - 
curred or have been planned. 
Only at the Summit Confer­ 
ences cfm some agreements be 
roached minimizing the cost and 
consequences 
of 
the 
present 
war. Thus far, the Summit Con­ 
ferences have failed to accom­ 
plish anything of value, largely 
because of Russian stubborn - 
ness. SinxUd Russia encounter 
failure, the Russians might be­ 
come more willing to make con­ 
cessions. 
But these concessions can only 
be temporary because the Russ­ 
ians dare not move too far from 
their evangel ic?ii purpose which 
is that a1! tho world must sooner 
or later be subverted to Marx­ 
ism. 
Wars for territory are easy to 
describe but psychological wars 
aie often beyond understanding. 
They suffer from a fanaticism 
which reduces humanity to a 
theory and one side or the oilier 
plunges into methods which they 
themselves abhor. The goal is so 
clear tho* the means seem trif­ 
ling, as long as they stem to 
be pragmatically efficient. There 
ain be neigher law’ nor morals 
in such a situation. 
This is our present situation 
but it is very, very bad man­ 
ners to talk about it in such 
terms. No, indeed! One calls it 
peace ami bombs are exploded 
tor scientific advancement. Al­ 
so we are going to tile moon 
with the aune objective. Peace! 
Ain’t it wonderful! 
It is because we find it so 
pleasurable to tease ourselves 
into believing the best.

On (b): 
If he makes the 
gubernatorial sweatbox, chances 
again are good former Air Force 
flyboy WUliam W. (for Warren) 
Scranton will run about as in­ 
dependent a roost on Capitol 
Hill as has been seen since the 
days of “Old Forester” Gifford 
Pinched (1931-35). 
In 
summary- 
Quiet-spoken, 
level-thinking Bill Scranton is 
about as good a candidate as 
Republicans could have 
pro­ 
duced this year. As between Mr. 
Scranton and Mr. Dilworth, in 
the opinion of this columnist the 
two seemingly are surprisingly 
well matched, but with pluses 
and minuses for tho most part 
on different points! 
This is important and should 
be developed as this year’s 
gubernatorial 
campaign 
pro­ 
gresses. Pennsylvanians would 
do well not to write off either 
candidate on the basis of party 
affiliation only — there are too 
many other critical facets in 
both!

Rusk Worried Over Split 


Allen 
iou I Paul Hontt 
Washington — Secretary of 
Stats Rusk is showing as much 
private concern over the grow­ 
ing grtp between tile Admires* ra­ 
tion and Congress on foreign 
policy ss over the split with 
Franc* and Germany. 
In a policy paper circulated 
among members of the National 
Security Council, the govern­ 
ment's 
highest 
policy-making 
body, Secretary Rusk calls for 
immediate action to bridge this 
chawn before It breaks out Into 
open Senate-House floor debate. 
He la urging that President 
Kennedy, his foreign policy ad­ 
visers and Cabinet members 
hold a acnes of foreign policy 
briefings and forums across the 
country to explain to the legis­ 
lators and their constituents the 
need for a number of radical 
foreign policy changes. 
It is Rusk s position that the 
most serious problem facing the 
Kennedy administration today is 
the task of convincing our alii**, 
Congress, and the U.S. public 
that a aerie* of accommodations 
should be made with the Sinu­ 
soid et bloc in order to obtain an 
entente with Russia and the 
Chinese Communists in Europe 
and the Far East. 
In his policy palier, Rusk 


notes the gap between th* con­ 
gressional and executive branch­ 
es, stating: 
'The moat serious internal 
problem facing the President s 
foreign policy today la the gap 
that exists between the execu­ 
tive branch on one side and 
Congress and the puldic on the 
other . . . It is a gap between 
present political realities and 
past political assumptions. 
‘Unless this division is closed, 
the administration risk* tremen­ 
dous difficulties with Congress 
as we attempt to negotiate a 
series af accommodations with 
the Soviet Union and Commu­ 
nist China.” 
To bridge this gap before it 
breaks out into the open like the 
current U.S. dispute with France 
and West Germany, Secretary 
Rusk recommends:

Never swim

with a buddy, you watch out for 
each (iffier. 
3. .Swim parallel to shore, 
close in, away from all boats. 
Distance is deceiving. Heading 
straight out, you may soon find 
yourself too far awny to swim 
back. 
If this slKXild happen, don't 
panic, thrash and splash; tread 
u-ater or float on your back un­ 
til help arrives. 
Drift With Current 
4. Don’t fight the current. Few 
people can swim 3 miles per 
hour; most currents run 4 to 6 
miles per hour. If caught in a 
current that runs directly out, 
drift with it and then swim 
diagonally back towards shore. 
5. An undertow's short pull 
runs deeper as it goes further 
out. Caught in an undertow, 
turn and go with it. Then swim 


diagonally up to the surface. 
Don't 
try 
to turn on your 
back; you'll inhale leas water if 
you don’t. If necessary, tread 
water until the short pull piss­ 
es. Keep your hands under water 
to help steady position and bal­ 
ance. 
Watch Children 
6. Never leave a small child 
alone in or near the water. As 
his beach ball drifts out, he ll 
follow until he’s over his head. 
7. Beware of rubber tubes 
and mattresses. As you float 
leisurely, the current can carry 
you Car out — where there’s no 
help in case of flat tire. 
Take \r> Chances 
8. Never dive into unknown 
water. It may he too shallow. 
You might also dive h eadlong 
into a .submerged s t o ne or 
stump. 
9. Don’t swim during electric­ 
al 
storms.
